Fights between student politi- 
cians and journalists over the 
editorial content of student 
newspapers don't surprise one 
senior Canadian newsman 
anymore.

campus once, which made 
everyone want to lynch us." 

Engaging in such actions in 
order to provoke strong debate 
on issues is a very important 
role for student papers, said 
Harrison. 

"Mao-Tse-Tung had a say- 
ing: Plant a hundred seeds and 
; let a hundred flowers flourish." 

"Student papers should be 
more provocative than 
mainstream papers. They 
should put forth any editorial 
viewpoint they want without be- 
ing interfered with by the politi- 
cians," stated Harrison, 
although he disagreed with giv- 
ing elected politicians their own 
personal column. 

In cases where ugly reality 
takes over from idealism and 
editors are threatened by the 
politicians with dismissal 
because of ideological dif- 
ferences, Harrison said, "Let 
them try."

Tough luck 

for summer students

Cutbacks in funding to 
McGill have seriously affected 
the number and variety of 
courses offered in this year's 
Summer Session. 

Says Summer Session Ad- 
ministrative Assistant Margot 
Kyle, the summer session "is an 
easy target to lop money from." 

She says the variety and 
number of courses offered have 
decreased compared to previous 
years. This year, no biology, 
physics or geography courses 
are being offered. The 
Economics department is only 
offering ' two courses; Art 
History only one. 

As well, says Kyle, the 



courses offered are "more 
generalized and at a lower 
level." 

"We try and offer courses in 
the summer that will have a 
-higher appeal to students. 'The 
fewer students in acourse," she 
says, "the less revenue McGill 
gets." 

Kyle says "students are more 
frustrated this year than last 
year" with the summer session. 
There have been many com- 
plaints from students, she says. 

Many, says Kyle, throw aWay 
the catalogues in exasperation 
and walk out of the office com- 
plaining about the inadequacies 
of the summer session pro- 
gramme. 

Each faculty has its own sum- 



... Robert Bourassa, leader of 
the provincial Liberals and 
former Premier of Québec, 
refused to commit himself to 
freezing university tuition if 
elected. 

Bourassa, speaking to ISO 
students in the Union Ballroom 
yesterday afternoon, instead, 
affirmed his "moral commit- 
ment" to freezing fees at their 
present level. He attacked the 
Parti Québécois for cutting fun- 
ding to universities and 
hospitals. 

Bourassa spoke for IS 
minutes on separatism, the 
federal deficit, language policy, 
and investment, before fielding 
questions from the audience. 
He promised to stop all taxes on 
investors, to cut the civil service 
— especially Radio-Québec, he 
said, and to invest $25 billion in 
Hydro electric projects. 

He later revealed he had been in Québec City on Sunday, and 
promoting the sale future in Boston earlier. He did not 
Hydro power with a Reagan aid forsee any environmentalist or 
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fees 



native opposition to such pro- 
jects. 

He suggested the provincial 



deficit could be reduced with a 
European-style value-added 
tax, and stressed the need for 
the private sector to promote 
high technology for interna- 
tional competitiveness: "Inter- 
national trade is more impor- 
tant than our standard of 
living." 

The questions featured a 
debate between a wordy fran- 
cophone law student and an 
opinionated anglophone 
political science student on the 
Constitutional influence on 
Québec's economic autonomy. 

Confident of his successful 
return to politics, after his 
government fell among charges 
of scandal and corruption in 
1976, Bourassa said: 

"I'm not going back for the 
glory. I am attached to my 
fellow citizens." 

Although Bourassa's speech 
was free, the event was spon- 
sored by the MSS, PSSA, 
ASUS, the Program Board, and 
Hillel. 



mer budget and proposes its 
own courses. But, says Kyle, 
there is little communication 
between different faculties and 
departments to ensure courses 
do not overlap in content or 
time period. She says there 
should be some sort of "net- 
work" between departments 
and faculties so there is more 
variety and less time overlap. 

Most courses are offered dai- 
ly between 10h30 and 12h30. 
This makes it difficult for 
students to take more than one 
course. 

The reason for this, says 
Kyle, is that "the normal limit is 
no more than one course per 
four week period. No depart- 
ment expects students to com- 
petently handle more than one 
course — the work load is far 
too much. 

."Two hours a day are spent 
in class and the student is ex- 
pected ' to spend four to six 
hours per day doing research, 
assignments and essays," says . 
Kyle. "A student taking two 
courses during a four week 
period would seriously disad- 
vantage their performance in 
both courses." 

Students who need loans and 
bursaries to be a summer stu- 
dent, however, need to take at 
least 12 credits during the sum- 
mer period. To do this, many 
need to take more than one 
course per study period. This re- 
quires special permission from 
the Associate Dean of their 
faculty. 

Also, because all the courses 
are offered during the day, it 
makes it very difficult for 
students who need to work 
either full or part-time in order 
to support themselves while be- 
ing a student. 

"The students who arc the ex- 
ception to the rule have the pro- 
blems with the scheduling," 
says Kyle.

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Anarchist ponders local alternatives

2?a/7.y:What was the purpose of 
the conference? 

D.M.: It was to bolster discus- 
sion about community-based 
alternatives to chronic global 
problems. Our business and 
political leaders have abdicated 



their responsibility to lead the 
country in a sustainable and 
stable direction. That, or they 
simply do not want to. 
Dcr/i>:Why did you get Murray 
Bookchin? 

D.M.: Murray Bookchin has 
been a relentless community ac- 
tivist and ecologist in the U.S. 
for over thirty years. He's the 
• author of Towards an 
Ecological Society, and Post 
Scarcity Anarchism. He is the 
founder and Director of the In- 
stitute of Social Ecology in 
Burlington, Vermont. 

Daily. What was the focus of 
Murray Bookchin's address? 
D.M.: He focused on the roots 
of the current political 
economic and ecological crises, 
and the community as the base 



He talked about acid rain kill- 
ing our forests, fishes and lakes. 
Nitrogen-oxide, sulfer-dioxide 
are streaming from our auto 
plants, automobiles and most 
industries, creating chemical 
imbalances in the atmosphere, 
which block out the sun's rays, 
increasing temperatures on a 
global scale. This Greenhouse 
Effect is already changing the 
delicate balance in the 
biosphere. If this continues 
scientists project the spreading 
of deserts, melting of polar ice- 
caps causing flooding of coastal 
plains and cities, and the killing 
of innumerable plants and 
animal species due to these 
temperature changes. 

Toxic wastes are spewing 
from the pipes of North

solutions to this mess?

d) "To pretend that is the mere 
whim... the trite convenience of 
getting rid of a pregnancy that

D. M. Businesses are created 
by New Dawn which is a Com- 
munity Development Corpora- 
tion (CDC). Profits after 
saleries are returned to the com- 
munity fund and are used to 
create yet more employment 
programs and services. 

New Dawn has been 
operating for 7 years. When it 
started they had only a few 
thousand dollars to work with. 
Today they have over 10 
million. 

New Dawn has brought jobs, 
income and needed social ser- 
vices to Cape Breton that

McGill Information Services 
Group, has applied for a grant 
under the Challenge '85 pro- 
gram to hire students as sales 
personnel. The students will 
spend time at the manufactur- 
ing plants of the various com- 
puter companies, and then will 
do sales and application work 
with small companies. 

According to Litvack, the 
program began as a way to pro- 
vide students with jobs related 
to their field of study. Manage- 
ment professors were hoping to 
"bridge the gap between what 
students did in the class and 
what actually'happened in the 
field." The program then 
developed into a vehicle though 
which small . businesses could 



hire students on a part-time 
basis. 

Litvack says 100 students will 
be hired by the program, 20 of 
whom will come from McGill. 
The others will come from 
Laval, Concordia, UQAM, and 
Sherbrooke Universities; 

The group will not be allowed 
to sell computers to the general 
public. Students will have access 
to the deal once their club or 
student association has passed a 
resolution asking that their 
students be included in the pro- 
gram. 

Some of the computer units, 
made by several different 
manufacturers, are on 
demonstration in the Leacock 
Computing Centre.

CLOSE TO 3,000 PEOPLE 
STAND shivering outside the Chateau 
Frontenac. 'Security' cameras on the 
hotel watch them closely. Men in tren- 
chcoats on the other side of the bar- 
ricades observe individual 
demonstrators closely. They busily 
scribble notes and take pictures of 
almost everyone. They are not 
reporters. 

It's Sunday at 3:30 pm and Reagan is arriv- 
ing through a back entrance. The demonstra- 
tion permit has expired half-an-hour ago and 
the organisers,' wishing to be "polite," as they 
all said in pre-demonstration interviews with 
the commercial press, are asking 
demonstrators to leave. ' 

Angrily, most protestors refuse. They want 
to be heard as Reagan arrives. Chants of 
"Yankee Go Home" and "Reagan Assassin" 
become deafening.

Charge: 'public mischief.' Earlier, about six 
others got arrested for similar 'offenses.' 

Within minutes, the RCMP riot cops start 
pushing the crowd back with no declared 
reason. People begin to realize they will be ar- 
rested if they don't leave. Most do. 

The mood of the demonstration had chang- 
ed. People leave feeling drained, powerless 
and sombre. Earlier, there had been a 
carnival-like atmosphere. A wave of excite- 



shouts of delight and applause. 

The demonstrators — a collage of 
peaceniks, anarchists, environmentalists, 
Chileans, womens' rights activists, Central 
American support groups, non- 
interventionalists and anti-imperialists, punks, 
skinheads, and Marxist-Leninists (really 
Stalinists), to name a few — audibly and 
visually show their hatred for Reagan and 
everything he stands for. The slogans they 
chant, and the banners they carry give it all 
away.

The McGill Nordic Ski Team 
finished a successful and en- 
joyable season at the Mount St. 
Anne Loppett. This weekend's 
competition, the last in the 
Carlsberg Loppett Series, was 
run at Parc Mont Ste. Anne, 
one of North America's premier 
touring centres. 

Twenty McGill skiers were 
entered in the two races, a 25 
km circuit and a 65 km 
marathon. An oarsperson in the 
off-season, Sheila Kealy strid- 
ed, skated, and poled to an im- 
pressive second place in the 25 
km race. 

The men's top performance 
in the mid-distance race was 
turned in by Colin Funk. The 
doctoral candidate in en- 
docrinology adopted an ap- 
proach rampant on the World 
Cup Tour. He used no grip wax 
at all, but rather negotiated the 
many hills with the technique of 
'double skating'. 

At the 65 km distance, Dave 
Bennett proved himself as the 
team's top long distance racer 
of the day. Dave covered the 



steep and si nous course in a very 
respectable 4:42:55. 

Despite Dave and Colin's ef- 
forts, the women took the day's 
top honours. Tuula Simell, a 
graduate student in 
epidemiology from Finland, 
won first place in her category 
in the cumulative Loppett stan- 
dings. 



The team did not limit itself 
to the Carlsberg Series. McGill 
was also represented at the 
Gatineau 55, two Sealtest Cup 
races, and the Canadian Ski'

CIAU Top Ten Rankings all 
season due to politically pre- 
judiced western voting, had a 
fine season enroute to winning 
the Canadian University hockey 
championship. 

They upset a heavily-favored 
Toronto 'Varsity Blues' squad 
during the Ontario playoffs and 
subsequently knocked-off the 
upstart Ottawa 'Gee Gees' to 
reach the championship game. 

York's 'Leprechauns' 
delivered the final irony by 
defeating the green-clad Alberta 
team on St. Patrick's Day. 
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
